Substantial aid in the shape of a res- 
olution drafted by Captain R: M. Clay- 
ton, chief of the construction depart- 
ment, was definitely agreed on. The 
resolution calls from the treasury the 
unexpended balances of the bond money 
to the credit of various sewer projects. 

Thursday afternoon the general coun- 
cil will resume its session of Monday, 
which was adjourned for the purpose 
of hearing the report of the committee 
appointed to make plans for putting 
unemployed men at work. 

Council will adopt the resolution, and 
immediately after its adoption by coun- 
cil the aldermanic board will take sim- 
ilar action. 


Fire destroyed virtually the entire 
main plant of the Edison company here 
tonight, causing damage estimated at 
nearly $7,000,000, with insurance that it 
is expected will reduce the loss to ap- 
proximately $5,000,000. 

An entire square block of 
reinforced concrete buildings, 
were supposed to be fireproof, was burn- 
ed out by the flames The only build- 
ing saved in the block was the labora- 
tory building, containing valuable sci- 
entific machinery under the immediate 
superintendence of the inventor, Thom- 
as A. Edison. Especial efforts made 
to save this structure were successful. 

It is estimated that 3,000 men and 
women will be temporarily thrown out 
of work because of. the fire. In all 
about 7,000 persons were employed at 
the plant, but as the storage battery 
building across the street from the 
main plant was saved with other build- 
ings nearby, it will be possible to keep 
something more than half the force em- 
ployed. 

Four firemen were injured fighting 
the blaze and were taken to a hospital.

“No one disputes. the needs of the 
schools. Thea, department must have 
money to carry out plans for improv- 
ing the system in accordance with the 
demands of the people of the entire 
system. We need new schools, and if 
we are going to build new schools 
we should build for the future so as to 
relieve the school department of the 
strain under which it is now operat- 
ing. 

“My belief is that the schools should 
not be asked to accept less than §$1,- 
500,000. 1 have made‘a careful study 
of the needs of the school system and 
I can safely say that nothing less 
than a million and a half will suf- 
fice, unless the city wants to build 
only for the present and relieve condi- 
tions for one or two years. 

“The question of how 
schools shall receive of the bond 
money will be entirely with the peo- 
ple, so why not let the people vote on 
an issue of $4,100,000 to take care of 
all the city departments and give ade- 
quate relief to the school depart- 
ment?”

Armistead Encouraged. 

Alderman Armistead said that he 
was greatly encouraged by tne ac- 
tion of the committees’ resolution re- 
lemsing some of the last bond money 
foi ssewer extensions. He savs that 
the ocity should not be content with 
sup Jying men with jobs for three or 
fou months, but should provide for 
wort which can be taken up with new 
money after the bonds balances are 
spent. 

“A bond issue of $4,100,000 will 
make it possible for the city to carry 
on work for three years or more, for 
it will be the means of building new 
schools,,on which mechanics and skill- 
ed laborers of all classes will be put 
to work. The money will develop our 
Waterworks and make the city’s water 
supply adequate to meet the demands 
of growing population.” 

Councilman George -Boynton has 
been working on a plan which he 
hopes to have the city adopt to guide 
council in the . matter 
grammar schools. He wants the city 
to invest its money in large school 
lots inthe future and bulld schools of 
eight and ten rooms not higher than 
one story. He says that the city can 
build schools for from $15,000 to $18,- 
000 instead of $35,000 and $45,000, as 
has been the practice in the past, and 
he explains that as the city grows 
echool property becomes more valu- 
able and the city will be able to make 
a profit out of the lots when the 
school buildings become inadequate 
or are crowded out of & neighborhood. 

Councilman Boynton has unfolded 
his plan to members of the school 
board and members of council and he 
has been encouraged to make a more 
thorough research of school systems 
of other cities for data to incorporate 
in his plan.

Firemen Handicapped. 

Fire departments from Orange, East 
and South Orange, Bloomfield, Mont- 
clair and Newark responded to a call 
for help, but Were’ badly handicapped 
by lack of sufficient pressure. Addi- 
tional water was secured later, but by 
this time the whole block was doomed. 
Electric light wires of the town went 
out of commission when the power- 
house at the Edison plant was de- 
stroyed, plunging the place into dark- 
ness. From the blazing’ electrical 
plant itself, however, there shot up 
towering flames which illuminated the 
ceuntryvside for miles around.

Mr. Edison was not at the plant 
when the fire started but he soon ap- 
peared.

He was), 
especially anxious regarding the 
laboratory building, and when he 
found that it probably would be im- 
possible to save the greater part of 
the rest of the plant, he had the ef- 
forts of the fire fighters centered upon 
this structure.

| BY AMERICAN GUNS 


MEXIGAN BULLETS 
WILL BE ANSWERED 


President Wilson Orders 
United States Troops to 
Stop the Firing Across the 
Border at Naco, Arizona. 


Washington, December 9.—If the con- 
tending Mexican forces opposite Naco, 
Ariz., do not cease firing into American 
territory the three batteries of field ar- 
tillery sent to the international line 
will be ordered to return the fire. 

This is the United States govern- 
ment’s determination, it became known 
tonight, after a full discussion of the 
situation by President Wilson and his 
cabinet. No specific orders have been 
given, but while Brigadier General 
Tasker H. Bliss, who was directed to 
proceed to Naco with the field artil- 
lery, is en route there, officials expect 
an answer to the sharp warning given 
to Mexican factions battling across the 
‘border that bullets and shells must not 
fall on American soil. 

Defense Not Aggression. 

No act of “aggression” is contem- 
Plated, a statement issued by the white 
house today said, but officials draw a 
distinction between aggressive and de- 
fensive action, lor cavalry or field 
artillery to cross the Mexican line or 
open fire at first, would constitute an 
act of aggression, but te remain on 
Ameé@rican soil arid return the fire of the 
Mexicans is, in the opinion of high of- 
ficials, a measure of defense fully justi- 
fied and not an act of war or invasion. 

The white house ‘statement issued by 
Secretary Tumulty after a conference 
with the president, was as follows: 

‘It has been thought wise to 
strengthen the forces at Naco because 
of the reckless carelessness of the 
contending factions there in failing to 
control the direction of their fire. Of 
course no aggressive action is con- 
templated.” 

It was explained at the war depart- 
ment that the artillery ordered to Naco 
could fire over the Mexican town into 
the lines of the Mexican faction which 
insisted on firing into American terri-: 
tory. This is the plan should warnings 

rove futile. The general expectation, 

owever, is that no such contingency 
will arise. ‘ 
Constitutes a Precedent. 

The Washington government's action 
constitutes a precedent for the future, 
and was taken to mean that any fir- 
ing into American territory along the 
border would be met by similar steps. 
Many telegrams had come telling of in- 
juries and deaths resulting from stray 
bullets, and at yesterday’s cabinet 
meeting, where the telegrams were dis- 
cussed, it was understood that the de- 
termination to put an end to such oc- 
currences was emphatically expressed. 

Rafale Zubaran Capmany, Carranza 
agent here, issued a statement tonight 
charging the Maytorena garrison at 
Naco with responsibility for firing 
across the border and challenging Gov- 
ernor Maytorena, on behalf of General 
Hill, the Carranza commander, to with- 
draw into the interior of Mexico for a 
pitched battle. He made public a teleé- 
gram from General Hill declaring the 
American military author#ies at Naco,, 
Ariz., were discriminating in favor of! 
Maytorena’s troops. 


BRITAIN'S FLEET 
ALONE SUPERIOR 
10 Tht AMERICA 


Admiral Fletcher Tells the 
House Committee We Need 
Not Fear the Navy of 
Japan or of Germany. 


Washington, December 9.—The abil- 
ity of the American navy to success- 
fully meet the war fleet of any nation 
except Great Britain wass asserted to- 
day by Rear Admiral Fletcher, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Atlanta fleet, 
before the house naval affairs commit- 
tee. The possibility of conflict with 
Great Britain was so rengpte, the ad- 
miral said, that he did not believe in 
a naval policy designed to control the 
oceans as against that country. 

Admiral Fletcher was under‘ exami- 
nation,all day by the committee at the 
first public hearing on a naval appro- 
priation bill held in many years. He 
was plied with many questions about 
the condition’ of the navy, ju@ged by 
lessons of the European war. 

Although confidently declaring the 
American navy was overmatched only 
by that of England, he added, that if 
this country continued to bulld only 
two battleships a year, Germany, on 
the basis of her present construction 
program, soon would be far in the 
lead. 

Could Centrol Against Japan. 

The admiral said he had no doubt 
in the ability of the United States to 
control the seas in a naval conflict with 
Japan, but when questioned specifically 
he would not say that the American 
fleet alone could successfully defend 
the Philippines and Hawali against a 
Japanese expedition. 

Ultimate naval success, Admiral 
Fletcher contended, must ‘rest with 
dreadnaughts. Submarines, he declared, 
would not seriously affect the vital 
principles df naval warfare. He ad- 
mitted, however, that from a foreign 
navy viewpoint it was possible to send 
submarines across the Atlantic to at- 
tack warships on the American coast. 

In the event of war, he said. all 
American battleships available covld be 
made ready for action within a week. 

Secrefary Daniels will appear before 
the committee tomorrow. Commander 
Sterling, who, Admiral Fletcher said, 
was responsible for the care of all the 
submarines, has been. asked to testify 
Friday. 

Seventeen American Submarines. 

The examination today developed the 
admission that of seventeen subma- 
rines on the Atlantic, including Pan- 
ama, five are detained on permanent 
stations at the isthmus, four are being 
overhauled, four are just going into 
navy yards for repairs and three are 
undergoing alterations. Only one is 
left in active service, Admiral Fletch- 
er said.

ALLIES MAKE GAINS 
IN THEIR ASSAULTS 
ON THE INVADERS 


Anglo-French Forces Are 
on the Offensive From the 
Swiss Border to the North 
Sea. 


London, December 3.—The victory off 
the Falkland islands, where the British 
squadron sank the German cruisers 
Scharnhorst, Gneisenau and Leipzig, 
and the success of the Indian troops on 
the Gulf of Persia, where they com- 
pelled surrender of a Turkish army, 
have for the moment overshadowed, so 
far as England is concerned, the larger 
events which have taken place on the 
continent of Europe. 

The sinking of the German cruisers 
materially lessens the menace to Brit- 
ish shipping, while the success of the 
Indian forces gives Great Britain con- 
trol of the Persian gulf and the delta 
of the Tigris and Euphrates and 
threatens that part of Tugkey on which 
German railway builders have had their 
eyes set for many years. 


GAINS FOR ALLIES 
ON WESTERN LINES. 


With this good news for the allies 
comes what is considered here as a fa- 
yorable French communication on op- 


erations in Flanders and France. 

Withdrawal of German troops from 
the west to strengthen their armies in 
the east has enabled the allies to re- 
sume the initiative along the front 
reaching from the Swiss border to the 
North sea, and while they have not 
made any marked advance, they have 
been able, according to official an- 
nouncement, to organize and consoli- 
date positions won from the Germans 
who claim to have inflicted heavy 
losses, particularly in the Argonne and 
north of Nancy. 

Flanders now is considered fairly 
safe from German attacks, which, when 
they do materialize, it is believed 
here, will be directed more at the 
French centers. : 


GERMANS CONVERGE 
AGAINST WARSAW. 


Russia has at last admitted the oc- 
cupation of Lodz by the Germans, but 
in an official statement today de- 
clared her soldierg evacuated the city 
fifteen hours before the Germans’ 0oc- 
cupation, changing their position 
without the loss of a single man. 

It is apparent from the various 
official reports that there are con- 
verging German movements on War- 
saw from the north and the center, 
combined with outflanking movements 
to the southeast of Craeow. The suc- 
cess of any of these movements would 
require the Russians to turn back 
from Cracow, which they have not 
done thus far. As a matter of fact, 
the Russians assert that they have in- 
flicted a “grave defeat” on an Aus- 
tro-German force which tried to get

The announcement of this victory, 
which was the most important naval 
engagement of the war, except that off 
Helgoland last August, was made to- 
night in a statement by the admiralty 
pf less than 100 words. 


Scharnhorst,. Gneisenau, Nutnberg, 
Leipzig and Dresden were sighted néar 
the Falkland Islands by a British 
Squadron under Vice Admiral Sir 
Frederick Sturdee. 

“An action followed, in the course of 
which the Scharnhorst, flying the flag 
of Admiral Count. von Spee: the 
Gneisenau and the Leipzig were sunk. 
The Dresden and Nurnberg made off 
during the action and are being pur- 
sued. 

“Two colliers also were captured. 

“The vice admiral reports that the 
British casualties are very few in 
number. 

“Some survivors have been rescued 
from the Gneisenau and the Leipzig.” 

The statement makes reference. to 
survivors rescued from the Gneisenau 
and the Leipzig, but .no mention is 
made of any of the crew of the 
Scharnhorst, flagship of the German 
admiral, being saved, and it is pre- 
sumed that Count von Spee, his officers 
and men went down fighting. 

The British casualties were light, 
but beyond the fact that the Brftish 
squadron was commanded hy Vice 
Admiral Sturdee; no information is 
vouchsafed regarding the ships en- 
gaged, and newspapers are enjoined 
not to speculate as “other combina- 
tions may be effected.” 


LONDON REJOICES 
OVER THE VICTORY. 


The greatest enthusiasm prevailed 
in London over the victory and the 
general impression is that it will be 
completed, as the admiralty would not 
be likely to send ships that could not 
overtake the Dresden and Nurnburg, 
which are slow and also at a disad- 
vantage because of their small coal 
capacity.

Not Many Guards 
Cold Keeps Austrians and 
Germans on Good Behavior. 


London, November 7.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—One 
small squad of Kussian soldiers is 
serving as the guard for 100,000 Aus- 
trian and German prisoners whose 
prison walls consist of 4.000 miles of 
frozen steppes separating them from 
the borders of their own countries. 

These prisoners are interned at Semi- 
palatinsk, on the Irtish river, near the 
borders of western Mongolia. They 
were brought by rail to Omsk, where 
they were embarked on steamboats for 
the 1,000-mile trip down the Irtish 
river to Semipalatinsk. Here splendid 
quarters were found in the big bar- 
racks erected for mobilization of the 
Russian army and unoccupied since its 
departure for the front. 

Every morning at 8 o’clock® the pris- 
oners are released from the barracks 
and permitted to wander about at will. 
They are told that unless they report 
at the barrack ‘

When Japan delivered her ultima- 
tum to Germany demanding the 
evacuation of Kiaochow the statement 
was published that the territory 
would be returned to China. That, it 
was later pointed out, was upon the 
supposition that Germany would com- 
ply with the terms of the ultimatum 
and voluntarily turn over the terri- 
tory. However, as Japan was put to a 
general military campaign to get pos- 
session of Kiaochow, one contention 
now in the Japanese mind that the 
original pledge was not binding. 

After Japan began hostilities Pre- 
mier Okuma, replying to an inquiry, 
announced that Japan had no inten- 
tion of securing territorial extension 
as a result of the war. Kiaochow 
was not specifically mentioned in that 
statement, although it might have 
been inferred that it was included. 

The Japanese embassy here, how- 
ever, never made any formal state- 
ment to Secretary. Bryan that Japan

(department of the Somme) anda 
GerMnNan attack upon Tracy le Val (de- 
partment of the Oise), which was re- 
pulsed.” 

There was artillery fighting from the 
Sea to the Lys during the day of De- 
cember 8, according to the official an- 
nouncement given out this after- 
noon, and all the positions won by the 
French during the past two days have 
been strengthened. The French have 
made gains in the Aisne, in the Meuse 
and in the Argonne, 

Part of the statement is devoted to 
a recital of the situation in Poland and 
in Servia. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“During the day of December 8 there 
was artillery firing from the sea coast 
to the Lys. 

“In the region of Arras and further 
to the south there was nothing to re- 
port. All positions won by us during 
the past two days have been organized 
and consolidated. 

“In the region of the Aisne artillery 
exchanges resulted advantageously for 
us. In the Argonne the activity of our 
artillery and fighting by our infantry 
resulted in appreciable gains for us. 
Several German trenches were occupied 
and we made progress along the en- 
tire front with the exception of one sin- 
gle point; here the enemy blew up one 
of our trenches with a mine. 

“On the heights of the Meuse our 
artillery showed itself distinctly the 
master of the artillery of the enemy. 
In this region, as well as in the Ar- 
gonne, we have made progress along 
the entire front, and occupied several 
the German trenches. The same 
a happened in the forest of Le Pre- 
re. 

“In the Vosges we repulsed several 
attacks to the northwest of Sinones. 
In the remainder of the segment of 
the Vosges the enemy made no en- 
deavor, during the day of December 8, 
to deliver any serious attack on the po- 
sitions occupied by us last week. 

*‘Russia—The stubborn attacks of the 
Germans against the front from Ilow 
to Lowicz and from Stryvkow to Lodz, 
and also along a line running north 
and south sixteen kilometers (ten 
miles) to the west of Pictrkow, were 
repulsed. Nevertheless, because of the 
exposed position of Lodz at the head 
of a wedge, the Russians have found 
it advisable to evacuate this city. 

“In Galicia the Austrians, who ap- 
pear to have received German rein- 
forcements, have resumed the offensive 
in the region of Neu Sandeo, to the 
southeast of Cracow, against the Rus- 
sian left wing. 

‘Servia—The Servian armies are 
making progress in the upper valleys 
of the western Morava and on the left 
bank of the River Ljid. They have 
taken possession of the heights of Mel- 
jen, capturing numerous prisoners, and 
also taking cannon from the enemy. 
In the regon of Kosmaj the Servians 
are in contact with the Austrian 
troops.” 


FRENCH REPULSED, 
BERLIN REPORTS. 


Berlin, December ar a Wireless 
to London.)—The officia statement 
issued by the German army headquar- 
ters this afternoon says: 

“To the west of Rheims a fishery, 
although flying the Red Cross flag, 
has been bombarded and set on fire 
by our troops, as we had ascertained 
by means of photographs taken by 
our aviators that behind the fishery 
was hidden a French heavy battery.

COTTON POOL FUND 
10 BE DISTRIBUTED 


Georgia’s Share of Approxi- 
mately $20,000,000 Will Be. 
Ready for Loans on Cotton 
at 6 Cents Next Week. 


Georgia’s share of the Wade cotton 
pool will be ready for distribution and 
use in Georgia some time next week, 
according to announcement made im- 
mediately after a meeting in Atlanta on 
Wednesday of the Georgia committee 
which will handle this money. 

Georgia’s share of the pool amounts 
to approximately $20,000,000, and now 
awaits only the completion of formal 
details before it will be available for 
loans to be made through Georgia | 
banks on cotton, at a valuation of 6] 
cents per pound. 

The availabllity of this sum will put 
fresh money in the market, and will 
undoubtedly greatly improve the finan- 
cial and business conditions of the 
State and’ section.

The prospects of an easier money sit- 
uation and a bettered status of busi- 
ness were further brightened on Wed- 
nesday by the lowering of the rate of 
the Atlanta reserve bank for redis- 
counting thirty-day commercial paper 
from 6 to 5% per cent. ‘ 

Governor Joseph A. McCord, of the 
bank, announced that he has been aiu- 
thorized by the board to make this re- 
duction. This is the second reduction 
of the rate of the Atlanta bank since 
its opening. At the time the bank was 
opened the rate on thirty-day paper 
was 6 per cent, while the rate on sixty- 
day paper was 6% per cent. The rate 
on the longer term paper was later 
lowered to 6 per cent, where it now 
stands. 

This lowering of the rate of the re- 
serve bank is taken not only to mean 
better business condition in the future, 
but also an actual improvement al- 
ready. It is stated that the reduction 
in the rate is due largely to the in- 
creased movement in cotton, naval 
stores and other commodities. 

At present, however, the rate in New 
York is 4% to 5 per cent, due, it is said, 
largely to the fact that the reserve 
bank system has had the effect of sta- 
bilizing credit and of releasing many 
millions of dollars by the reduction of 
the reserve funds of the eastern banks.

SPIRIT-OF RED CROSS 


PRAISED BY PRESIDENT 


Wilson Says Society Is Medium 
of Whole World—Strict 
Neutrality Urged. 


Washington, December 9.—The Amer- 
ican National Red Cross, at its tenth 
annual meeting here, today decided 
to solicit no more contributions for Eu- 
ropean non-combatants, but to limit its 
solicitations to funds for relieving sick 
and wounded in the éngaged armies. 
It will transmit, however, non-combat- 
ant relief funds to European Red Cross 
organizations when the donor desig- 
nates the country to which the funds 
are to be sent. 

This change in poNcy was in line 
with the idea of President Wilson, who 
as active head of the organization, pre- 
sided at the afternoon’ session. In 
urging strict neutrality on the part of 
Americans, the president took occasion 
to praise the spirit of the Red Cross 
as typical of the American spirit of 
ene a helping hand to the suffer- 
ng. 

As Mr. Wilson talked, many women 
in the hall’ knitted away on socks for 
the Belgian sufferers. 

“I think that the society is just now 
charged with a pecullarly responsible 
duty,” the president said. “It is really 
the medium of the whole world, that 
part of it, at any rate, which is disen- 
gaged from the terrible present con- 
flict in Europe is ministering to those 
who need the ministrations of comfort 
and relief in these distressing circum- 
stances. 

“All eyes are centered upon this so- 
ciety. All efforts at relief come sooner 
or later into the councils of this so- 
ciety. It is the more necessary, there- 
fore, that we should co-operate with 
that spirit which I believe we all think 
characteristic of America, the spirit of 
absolute disinterestedness; not think- 
ing of ourselves, but thinking of the 
results we wish to achieve. 

“And those results are spiritual, as 
well as material. You cannot minister 
material relief without administering 
it in a spirit which is evident in the 
ministrations themselves, and that 
spirit will be the’ spirit of America, 
which has sought at all times to hold 
out a hand to those who are suffering, 
to those who have no other friends. 
Therefore, it is to my mind a happy 
circumstance that this societv should 
have some almost official relation with 
the government of the United States, 
that there should be, at any rate, a 
formal connection between it and a 
government which has nothing to seek 
except the liberty and the safety and 
the progress of mankind. 

“I feel honored, therefore, and privi- 
leged to show my interest in this so- 
ciety by being here and serving as 
presiding officer for a few minutes.” 

Miss Mabel T. Boardman reported 
that the society had transmitted $17,- 
000 to Europe. 

Robert W. De Forest, chairman of the 
Belgian relief committee in New York, 
described the scope of that work. 

The méeting closed tonight with a 
reception at the home of Miss Board- 
man. 


GREATEST SUGAR CROP 
PREDICTED FOR HAWAII 


Honolulu, T. H. December 9.—The Eu- 
ropean war will be the cause for the 
production of the greatest sugar crop 
in the history of Hawaii, if official es- 
timates for the year 1915 prove true. 
Next year’s crop was estimated today 
by the Hawaiian Sugar Rlanters’ asso- 
ciation at 612,530 tons, and it is con- 
sidered entirely possible that this 
amount will be increased if favorable 
weather conditions continue. A ton- 
nage of 600.000 has heretofore been 
considered about the limit of produc- 
tion. 

The sugar acreage, which was cut 
down after the passage of the present 
tariff law, took a big jump when war 
broke out, on the theoory that Ger- 
many, the greatest sugar-producing 
country in the world, would have diffi- 
culty in handling her crops, and fur- 
ther, that German beet sugar seed, ex- 
tensively used-in America, might not be 
obtainable. 

Additional water supplies now being 
obtained on the Isiand of Oahu also 
contributed to the additional acreage. 


TWO BRITISH COLLIERS 
ORDERED FROM PANAMA 


Panama, December 9.—Colonel Goe- 
thals issued instructions today for the 
immediate departure from Panama of 
the British colliers Kirnwood and Rod- 
dam. That was done to avoid any 
question of the good faith of the 
United States over the observance of 
neutrality. The two vessels at once 
went to sea. 

The incident arose from _ inquiries 
made by Sir C. Mallet, the British min- 
ister resident, as to whether these col- 
liers would be permitted to coal British 
warships in waters of the canal zone. 
From this it is surmised that British 
cruisers are at present on their way 
to Balboa, the Pacific entrance of the 
canal. In reply Colonel Goethals is- 
sued the orders. . 


WILSON IS SELECTING 
NEW TRADE COMMISSION 


Washington, December 9.—President 
Wilson, it became Known today, is to 
have the new trade commission begin 
its work as soon as possible and plans 
to send nominations of its members to 
the senate in the near future. He has 
a long list of names before him. 

In addition to Joseph Davies, com- 
missioner of corporations, who is said 
in official circles to be certain of one 
of the five places, two of the men 
most seriously considered, it is under- 
stood, are A. L. Thurman, solicitor of 
the department of commerce, and Ed- 
ward N. Hurley, of Chicago, president 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
ion.

Chicago, December 9.—“If we can 
whistle as we pass the graveyard we 
are going to be all right.” This com- 
ment on the industrial situation was 
made by Joseph G. Cannon in a speech 
to the Illinois Manufacturers’ assoica- 
tion, his first formal appearance since 
the people of the eighteenth Illinois 


district returned him to congress for: 


his twentieth term after an absence 
of two years. 

Railroads soon must be granted an 
increase in rates, the former speaker 
said, or in a year or so they would be 
in such physical condition people would 
be afraid to ride on them.

TRANSFER OF DEPOSITS 
TO U. S. RESERVE BANKS 


Washingtbn, December 9.—Secretary 
McAdoo expects within a few days to 
take up the question of the transfer 
of government deposits from national 
banks to the federal reserve banks 
and the deposit of much of the treas- 
ury’s cash in the latter institutions. 
He said tonight that he had noi reach- 
ed a decision as to where he would 
deposit this money. , 

it has been reported that the secre- 
tary is inclined to make the deposits 
in a few reserve banks, probably those 
in Richmond, Atlanta and Dallas. Un- 
der the federal reserve act he has the 
final say in this matter, but some 
members of the reserve board are ex- 
pected to oppose any plan of partial 
distribution. 

When it was suggested to Mr. Mc- 
Adoo tonight that the fact that the 
reserves of the federal banks are in 
good shape at the present time, might 
make it unnecessary to transfer gov- 
ernment funds, he pointed to the dif- 
ference between the reserves in cities 
such as Boston, New York and Chicago 
and those in other cities. The re- 
serves in the three southern banks are 
comparatively much smaller. The 
secretary said that any shift from 
national bank depositaries would be 
made slowly, and not in such fashion 
as to embarrass any bank. . 

Governors of the reserve banks are 
expected here tomorrow to discuss 
many questions of detail with the 
members of the board. The gover- 
nors probably will take up state bank 
admission, rediscount rates and clear- 
ing house operations by the reserve 
banks. 


STRIKERS ARE UPHELD 
BY SAMUEL GOMPERS 


Richmond, Va., December 9.—Strikes 
tonight were upheld as the most civil- 
ized method of expressing industrial 
discontent by Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of La- 
bor, in an address here at the open- 
ing session of the annual convention 
of the National Society for the Promo- 
tion of Industrial Education. Violence 
in strikes, however, was 
nanced. 

Compulsory arbitration and compul- 
sory awards in strike disputes were de- 
nounced as another species of slavery 
by Mr. Gompers. Convict labor, he said, 
should never be brought into compe- 
titiom® with free labor. A protest 
against child labor also was voiced. 

The speaker asserted that not a sin-

GRAND CROSS OF HONOR 


BESTOWED ON HERRICK 


.Retiring American Ambassa- 


dor Decorated by France. 
Highest Honor. 


New York, December 9.—The Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor is on its 
way from the president of France to 
Myron T. Herrick in recognition of 
Mr. Herrick’s services te the French 
people while ambassador to France. 
Mr. Herrick, was decorated yesterday 
with a red ribbon, emblematic of the 
cross, by the captain of the steam- 
Ship Rochambeau, acting on wireless 
orders from the French ambassador 
at Washington, who said he was act- 
ing under instructions of President 
Poincare. 

The decoration was pinned upon Mr. 
Herrick’s coat as soon as the steamer 
reached the 3-mile sea limit of Ameri- 
can sovereignty. Announcement ef 
the bestowal of the honor was made 
today when the Rochambeau docked. 

The Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Hionor is the highest honor which the 
French government can bestow. There 
are, including Mr. Herrick, only for- 
ty-five living persons throughout the 
world who have been thus decorated. 

A spectacular welcome was given 
the retiring ambassador and his wife 
when the vessel docked. The pas- 
sengers, nearly all natives of Fran 


Mrs. Herrick walked down the gan; 
plank, and the cheering was taken up 
by hundreds of persons who had gone 
to the pier to greet him on behalf of 
the city, state, nation and the state 


of Ohio.

Mr. Herrick appeared to be annoy- 
ed when he heard he had been men- 
tioned for the 1916 republican presi- 
dential nomination. 

“I do not want to talk politica,” he 
said. “If any credit is due me for the 
small part I have played, I do not 
want to capitalize it. 

“I am very tired and very ‘broke.’ 
I have just learned that the Ohio so- 
clety has engaged rooms for me at a 
hotel for which I will not have to pay. 
This is the best news I have heard in 
a long time. 

“I want to make particular mention 
of the American Clearing House gso0- 
ciety, which has been organized in 
Paris with a view to minimizing the 
waste of charity. 

“The need for a clearing house be- 
came apparent to us in Paris. That 
resulted in the organization of the so- 
ciety, which will centralize the aid be- 
ing given by this country and is al- 
ready saving 20 per cent of the 
charity. 

“The organization does not seek to 
raise money. All that is asked is that 
people who want to give things keep 
this clearing house informed. 
has been much dissatisfaction caused

what became of what they ve. After 
the war is over a book will be issued 
by this society telling the story of 
the charity work in this war.” 


No Proof of Atrecities. 


Mrs. Herrick said that she did not 
believe that any of the stories con-: 
cerning alleged German atrocities 
were true. 

“I_ do not know of one case where 
sufficient or convincing proof has 
been offered concerning these so- 
called atrocities,” she said. “When 
the war and excitement is over I am 
sure that all such _ stories will be 
found groundless.” 

Mr. Herrick is the only living 
American to wear the Grand Cross of 
the Legion of Honor. So far as is 
known no other American was ever 
thus decorated in the 112 years that 
have passed since the order was cre- 
ated by Napoleon Bonaparte in 1802. 

Many Americans have been created 
officers and chevaliers of the legion— 
of lower rank than the grand cross. 

Holders of the grand cross are al- 
most exclusively French ambassadors, 
generals and vice admirals. 


WATERWAYS MEASURES 
STRONGLY DEFENDED 


Washington, December 9.—Advocates 
of waterway improvement from all 
parts of the country met here today in 
the eleventh annual convention of the 
National Rivers and Harbors congress. 
Secretary Bryan welcomed the dele- 
gates, predicting a large percentage 
of the country’s traffic would be drawn 
to waterways soon because of cheap- 
ness of transportation. 

Vigorous replies were made to crit- 
icisms of the last river and harbor bill 
as a “pork barrel’ measure. Senator 
Ransdell, president of the congress, 
made this attack the theme of his an- 
nual address. 

Albert Rettinger, of Cincinnati, de- 
fended the measure against the same 
criticisms and Representative J. Hamp- 
ton Moore compared the small appro- 
priations of the last forty years for 
waterway improvement with the large 
sums spent for the army, the navy and 
for pensions. Senator Fletcher, of 
Florida, explained the claims of the 
Oklawaha river for attention in reply 
to criticism of the Oklawaha item in 
the bill. 

The Chinese minister, Kal Fu Shah, 
described the waterways of China, and 
John H. Bernard, of New Orleans, ad- 
vocated the adoption of self-propelled 
steel barges on shallow rivers as a so- 
lution of many.local transportation 
problems.

| The Holland Letter 


In various ways reliable opinion seems to 
be concentrating upon two factors which 
stand in the way of the general business re- 
vival of which there have been so many 
glowing predictions. In banking circles in 
this city there is now practical agreement 
in the view that the chief cause for depres- 
sion of business is to be found in the condi- 
tion of the railroads, and also that of the 
building trade. To some extent building op- 
erations are dependent upon railroad pros- 
perity. Were there reasonable prosperity 
and activity in the transportation business, 
and also the construction business, in all 
probability the chief obstacles to the return 
of general business prosperity would be re- 
moved. 

This is a view not confined to banking 
circles. It is authoritatively voiced by the 
national organization which is occupied in 
stimulating improvement in civic conditions 
and establishing, as far as possible, cordial 
relations between those who receive wages 
and those who pay those wages. The or- 
ganization is known as the National Civic 
Federation. It includes in its membership 
men who have accomplished a great deal in 
composing differences between employers 
and their employees. Seth Low has given 
much of his time to the work of this or- 
ganization. John Hays Hammond has for 
several years been much occupied with the 
industrial and economic: department of this 
federation. Mr. Hammond has been able to 
build up an organization which covers much 
of the country and from which he receives 
reports that are regarded fully as reliable 
as are the reports which the leaders in mer- 
cantile business receive from their corre- 
spondents all over the country. As soon as 
the war began Mr. Hammond gave much of 
his time to a study of industrial conditions 
in the United States, as these were affected 
by the war and also as they had been af- 
fected by depressed business conditions of 
the kind that prevailed for a year or more 
before the European war began. 

The information which Mr. Hammond has 
received justifies him in saying that already 
the evidence is convincing that domestic 
business has begun to improve. Further- 
more, almost all of the reports which he has 
received point to continued improvement and 
lead to the belief that by mid-spring of next 
year there will be general recognition that 
once more domestic business is as good as 
the most optimistic have predicted it would 
be, and will continue to be good for a long 
time. 


The One Dark Spot. 

Nobody can, with justice, accuse the Civic 
Federation of partiality in favor of any po- 
litical party, or in favor of capital, “big 
business,” so calied, on the one hand, or in 
favor of labor on the other as against capi- 
tal. Therefore, what this organization has 
learned of public sentiment in many parts of 
the country regarding the railroad situation 
is generally accepted as accurate and im- 
partial information. 

Mr. Hammond has obtained such informa- 
tion as cofivinces him that if the government 
authorities will permit the railroad com- 
panies to increase rates there will follow a 
speedy reflex action upon American business 
life in all departments. How strong the sen- 
timent is Mr. Hammond illustrates by saying 
that restoration of railroad prosperity will 
do more for permanent prosperity in the 
United States than would even the ending of 
the European war. 

Fortunately for the agricultural sections 
of the country, the bountiful harvests have 
made it possible for fairly good business 
conditions to prevail, and in this great agri- 
cultural region little, if any, effect of the 
European war, even the dark days of early 
August, was observable. 

If in other parts of the country the build- 
ing trade is in a condition similar to that 
which prevails in New York, there are good 
reasons for explaining some of the business 
depression which exists elsewhere. If it were 
not for the colossal contracts which involve 
the building of new subways in New York, 
there would be now much more distress 
among those in this city who labor for wages 
and a much greater depression in the build- 
ing construction trade than do prevail. But 
aside from this massive undertaking, there 
is a comparatively small amount of building 
in New York. Some have thought that New 
York was overbuilt, but the experts say that 
a criticism of that kind can be justly made 
only with respect to building construction in 
parts of Manhattan island. The office and 
loft buildings, whose construction involves 
enormous investments of capital, seem _ to 
have been built ahead of: time, for it is ob- 
served that many of them are still awaiting 
profitable tenantry. 


Enforced Economies. 


Some of the railwav ‘companies -whose 
terminals are in New York or in New Jersey 
opposite New York have been enforcing 
economies some of which are heroic, yet in 
spite of these they are not gaining in gross 
earnings, and so great an authority as Jas. 
J. Hill has recently said that gross earnings 
are the best evidences of a railroad’s pros- 
perity. The situation is peculiar. Almost 
everything for which the railroad companies 
have to pay, including wages, cost a good 
deal more now than they did eight or ten 
years algo, yet the average charges made by 
the railroads for freight are now less than 
they were then. 

Mr. Hammond intimates, and so do the 
banking authorities, that one effect of these 
enforced economies is to considerably de- 
press many lines of business. That is espe- 
cially: true of machinery, tools and iron and 
steel commodities. Had it not been for the 
unexpected and now magnificent purchases 
which have been made by belligerent and 
neutral nations of American machinery and 
tools, this industry would have been com- 
pelled by the first of next year to face se- 
rious embarrassment. 

As soon as the railroads begin to earn 
greater income, andas soon as-constructive 
work throughout the United States begins to 
resume activity, we shall see the last de- 
pressing influences in American industry re- 
moved. At this time construction in the 
United States seems to be at the lowest 
point. It cannot change much for the worse, 
but it can change, and should change speed- 
ily, for the better. 

So far as international financing is con- 
cerned, the relations between New York and 
London are now substantially normal. That 
cannot be said of our relations with ony oth- 
er country. Yet statistics are now available 
that show that the United States possesses 
a larger’ foreign trade than any other coun- 
try in the world. What is now needed in 
order to bring our foreign trade up to fairly 
normal conditions is a resumption alone 
large lines of our exports of cotton. There 
seems now to be no reason why cotton ex- 
ports should not constantly increase. 


® The Cotton 


Probably had the organization of 
bankers’ pool, aggregating $135,000,000, 
the relief of the cotton situation been de- 
ferred until the present time it would not 
have been undertaken. The moral effect of 
the perfecting of this pool is undoubtedly 
good, especially in the south. As an emer- 
gency measure, however, it does not rank 
with the gold pool made up by banks of New 
York city of $82,000,000 or the $100,000,000 
gold pool to which all the national banks 
subscribed with intent thereby to provide 
meana for liquidating the debt of the United 
States on current account in Europe. The 
cotton exchange within a few days after its 
opening fully met the expectations of those 
who believed that the resumption of business 
wpon its floor would tend to relieve the sit- 
uation. And the organization of the federal 
reserve bank makes it possible to secure the 
kind of credit which is most needed now 
to relieve the situation because it will fur- 
nish the means by which those who want to 
buy cotton can do so. All that is now needed 
for the complete restoration of the cotton 
business is confidence.

Hundreds of writers and thousands of 
stern judges, most of them in the income tax 
class, spend a lot of time convincing us that 
a woman could throw a stone into a flock of 
hens and hit a designated fowl with more 
accuracy than is displayed by the common 
plug voter in picking out the best man from 
a two-acre ballot. 

This is possibly true. Yet the voter’s job 
is not the pleasant, brain-resting pastime 
which it is often cracked up to be. For 
months before each election he is the victim 
of oratory and argument in its most dev- 
astating form... 

In April he is very angry at the official 
who sold the statehouse dome and spent the 
proceeds for an automobile. But in May he 
is told by an eminent citizen in a passionate 
speech, that the man who stole the dome 
is the victim of a political plot and was 
induced to do so under the impression that 
he was improving the ventilation of the 
building. : 

While he is puzzling over this informa- 
tion he discovers through a newspaper writ- 
ten by college graduates that the fearless 
and immaculate citizen chosen to defeat the 
dome stealer once owned stock in a public 
utility company and would, if elected, mort- 
gage/the city to Wall street. 

While recovering from this information 
he discovers by means of a congressman who 
is making a few speeches in the campaign,

that the man who stole the dome had pre- 
viously robbed an orphan asylum and four 
receiving vaults and is planning, if re- 
elected, to remove the entire statehouse and 
build a garage from the debris. 

This irritates him beyond measure until 
he learns from a passionately eloquent 
member of the thinking class of Americans, 
who is also making a few speeches, that the 
gentleman running on the reform ticket is 
an escaped lunatic who wishes to pass a law 
compelling all citizens to stay at home on 
Sunday and sing hymns through the nose. 

Election is now so near that the voter 
is in a very puzzled condition. But he still 
continues to be violently assault@d with 
information. In four successive days he 
learns that the dome stealer has collected a 
slush found of $17,000,000 from the convicts 
in the state penitentiary and has promised 
them all offices; that the reform candidate 
really stole the dome himself, disguised as 
the accused man; that the dome stealer is 
planning to seize the churches and turn 
them into dance halls, and that the reform 
candidate once bought a.non-union pair of 
overalls. 

When election day arrives the voter 
tosses a penny, votes for the candidate in- 
dicated and goes home dejected, knowing that 
whatever he does he will be cursed for his 
inefficiency. 

The voter is not so much to blame for the 
fact that American politics proceed by 
somersaults and flip-flops as are the edu- 
eated and refined leaders of the masses who 
dispense the information before the election. 
Every voter should be supplied with a good 
private detective and should be allowed to do 
his own campaigning.

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LEO FRANK HEARS 
SENTENCE OF DEAT 


‘The Doomed Man Maintains 
Stoical Calm During the 
Ordeal--In Dramatic State- 
ment He Reiterates His 
Innocence. 


After having been shiit out from the 
sunlight for more than a year, the first 
words of Leo M. Frank yesterday upon 
emerging from the courthouse in which 
he had been sentenced to die on Friday, 
January 22, a little more than a month 
from now, were: 

“Oh, but isn’t the sunshine wonder- 
ful. I feel it tingle all over me.” 

He was being carried through the 
roadway in the rear of the new million- 
dollar courthouse. The sunshine—the 
first in several days—bathed the stone 
building in a flood of warmth, and the 
prisoner, walking between two sturdy 
deputies, gazed unblinkingly tnto the 
skies. 

He was hurried into a waiting taxi- 
cab and carried back to his cell in the 
Tower. 

Frank was resentenced by Judge Ben 
Hill a lit®le after noon. The courtroom 
was practically filled with frtenas and 
‘relatives and the idle curious who had 

got wind of the proceedings. Frank, 
himself, seemed the least perturbed of 
one in the place. 
dramatic statement was made 
prisoner, in which he maintained 
‘innocence and a stolid determination 
ito face death without a tremor. 
| Frank's Statement. 
“May it please your honor,” 
“this is a momentous day—a day of far 
greater importance to the state of 
Georgia and to the law even than to 
yourself, for, under the guise of the 
law your honor is about to pronounce 
. words that will condemn to death an 
innocent man. Transcending in im- 
portance the loss of my own life is the 
|'indelible stain and dishonor resting 
upon the name of this state by reason 
| of its judicially murdering an innocent 


| man. 

“The jury’s verdict of August 28, 1913, 
finding me guilty of the murder of 
Mary Phagan did not then and does not 
now speak the truth. I declare to your 
honor and to the world that that ver- 
dict, was made in an atmosphere seeth- 
‘ing with mob violence and clamor for 
my life—a verdict based on evidence 
absolutely false, which, under other cir- 
cumstances, would not have been given 
a moment's credence. 

“Your honor, I ueeply sympathize 
with the parents of Mary Phagan. The 
brute that brought so much grief upon 
them has plunged me into sorrow and 
/ misery unspeakable and is about to 
accomplish my undoing. 

“But this, | know, my execution will 
inark the advent of a new era in Geor- 
via, where a good name and stainless 
honor count for naught against the 
/ word of a vile criminal; where the tes- 
timony of southern white women of 
unimpeachable character is branded as 
false by the prosecution, disregarded by 
the jury and the perjured vaporings of 
a black brute alone accepted as the 
whole truth; where a mob crying for 
invaded the courtroom and De- 
the dominant factor in what 
should have been a solemn, judicial 
| trial. Oh, shame that these things 
should be true! 

“Life ls very sweet to me. It is not 
‘an easy thing to give up the love of 
| dear ones, of wife and parents, of even 
loyal friends. Though this be true, 
death has no terrors for me. I go to 
my end in the full consciousness. of in- 
nocence and in the firm conviction that, 
there is a God in heaven, my fuii 
Vindication must come some day. With 
the dawn of that day there will come 
to the people of Georgia a full realiza- 
tion of this horrible mistake, a mis- 
take irretrievable—the execution of an 
_innocent man, a victim of perjury, 
prejudice and passion.” 

_ Prank was represented by the follow.~ 
ing members of counsel: Luther Z. 
Rosser, Reuben Arnold, Herbert and 
Leonard Haas and Henry C. Peeples. 
Sheriff Mangum led the squad of depu- 
ties who escorted the prisoner. One

attorneys. 

Sentence Is Pronounced. 

Officers were stationed at the doors, 
and Judge Hill gave explicit instruc- 
tions to arrest anyone who made the 
slightest demonstration of ‘approval or 
disapproval. He then pronounced sen- 
' tence, saying: 

" is ordered by the court that you 
be carried by the sheriff to the 
common jail of the county and there 
safely kept with a sufficient guard un- 
til Friday, the 22d day of January, 1915, 
on which day, between the hours of 19 
in the morning and 4 in the afternoon 
‘you shall be hanged by the sheriff un- 
til the sentence of death shall be car- 
ried out.” 

At these orders a personal guard has 
been placed over the cell of Frank.

TAX MUST BE PAID 
BY MAN WHO TIES 
MATRIMONIAL KNOT 


Toledo, Ohio, December 9.—Clergy- 
men and justices who perform the mar- 
riage ceremony must help pay the na- 
tional war tax, and those who wed will 
escape, under a ruling here today of 
Frank B. Niles, international revenue 
cutter.

“SENT COTTON DOWN 


Prices in New York and New 
Orleans Lower — Reports 
of Increased Southern Of- 
ferings Factor in. Decline. 


New York, December 9.—Reports of 
increased southern spot offerings and 
New Orleans selling orders, gave the 
cotton market rather an unsettled tone 
today, and the close was steady at a 
net decline of 2 to 9 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1 te 2 points in sympathy with 
easier Liverpool cables. Trading was 
very quiet during the morning, and 
prices fluctuated within a range of a 
point or two, but offerings increased 
shortly after midday and there seemed 
to be very Httle buying power around 
the ring. December was relatively 
steady, but there were only a few sales 
in that delivery, while March and the 
later months closed about 8 to 9 points 
net lower. There was some discussion 
as to the probable showing of the gov- 
ernment’s crop estimate, to be publish- 
edtomorrow, but the talk around the 
ring suggested that these figures were 
expected to have very little effect on 
the immediate market. 

Details of the proposed cotton loan 
| plans, as published before the opening, 
created rather a bearishimpression on 
sentiment owing to the apparent inten- 
tion to loan only 80 per cent of the 
value of the cotton on the basis of 6 
cents per pound for middling, instead of 
the full 6 cents, as previously expected. 
The main factor on the afternoon de- 
cline, however, appeared to be the in- 
creased southern offerings, and re- 
ports of an easier turn in the spot 
situation, while there were also ru- 
mors from New Orleans of unfavorable 
developments in the ocean freight sit- 
uation.

READING STOCKS 
MADE SMART GAIN 


But Most of Other Stocks 
Showed Losses--Bonds In- 
clined to React Toward 
the Close. 


New York, December 9.—The broader 
inquiry for investment issues which 
followed the recent announcement that 
the stock exchange will reopen next 
Saturday for dealings in stocks, lost 
none of its ecope today. Prices as a 
whole were fully maintained, and in 
one important instance—the New York 
city 6 per cent three-year notes—a new 
high record of 104 1-4 was attained. 
Bonds were inclined to react in the 
later dealings, the underlying issues of 
some southern roads showing marked 
declines. 

Stocks moved irregularly, according 
to the list submitted by the exchange, 
and the number of issues showed some 
contraction. About the only impor- 
tant stock that sold above yesterdays 
best was Reading, other erstwhile fa- 
vorites pursuing a contrary course. 
There were rumors of some large pri- 
vate sales or settlements of outstand- 
ing accounts preliminary to stock mar- 
ket resumption. 

Exchange on Berlin and Hamburg, 
while less active than recently, over- 
Shadowed all other features in the mar- 
ket for foreign remittances, and gave 
fresh point to the belief that had its 
origin in heavy German selling here. 
Cables on Berlin touched 93, the high- 
est quotation of the present move- 
ment. 

Postponement of regularly quarterly 
dividends by the New York Central and 
the Hudson River railroad and Lake 
Shere and Michigan Southern railway 
excited considerable discussion in the 
finaneial district, until it was learned 
the two companies, which are to be 
consolidated at the beginning of the 
coming year, probably intend to declare 
S dividend on the increased capi- 
talization. 

Proposals for the shipment of a large 
amount of steel ties to Europe sug- 
gested a renewal of foreign buying of 
this character and the domestic situ- 
ation was improved by the placing of 
some large orders for freight cars. Gen- 
eral buying of a miscellaneous order 
was in excess of recent weeks, accord- 
ing to trade authorities, but far below 
the normal. 

Copper was unaffected by reports of 
high prices for the metal in London, 
where sentiment was more cheerful, 
despite an uneven range for Americans. 
Some new financing at that center was 
successfully consummated.

Have Been in Force 


Thirty Years. 


In the hearing of the complaint of 
the Yellow Pine Sash, Door and Blind 
Manufacturers’ association and allied 
building industries of the south 
against the Southern Railway com- 
pany and about 150 other carriers, 
which came up Wednesday morning 
before Special Examiner Edgar Wat- 
kins in the federal building, it was 
shown that the manufacturers of 
building materials in the southeastern 
section of the United States were sub- 
ject to rates which have been In force 
for the last thirty years, or since the 
infancy of these industries; that these 
southern firms are charged for inter- 
state shipment of building materials 
rates varying from two to five times 
the rate allowed for lumber, while 
manufacturers in the north and the 
south were charged rates varying 
from 1 to 2 cents over and above iie 
rate for lumber. 

W.S..Watts,a rate expert, who a4p- 
pears together with W. M. Caskie for 
the petitioners on behalf of the Freight 
Audit and Adjustment company, of 
Washington, showed that the same 
rate regulation for which the peti- 


tioners were now praying to enjoy had? 


already been granted in the other ter- 
ritories of the country. In general, 
he said that in practically the whole 
United States, outside the southern 
states, the maximum rate on building 
materials was 3 cents per hundred 
pounds over and above the lumber 
rate. In the light of the fact that the 
same rates are now charged which 
had been fixed thirty years ago, Mr, 
Watts did not believe that proper and 
due consideration had ever been given 
the situation and the requirements of 
the south.

This assertion 
was explained on the ground that 
those firms, established in all other 
sections of the country where the 
rates had been regulated, were still 
under the effect of the lesser rates 
when shipping into this southeastern 
territory. Mr. Dalton declared that 
should the rates be reasonably read- 
justed here his business | would in- 
crease 300 per cent within the next 
three years. 

William M. Otis, president of the 
Columbia Manufacturing company, of 
Columbia, S. C., and chairman of the 
association, testified that the present 
rates had bottled him up_in the con- 
fines of South Carolina. He said that 
his interstate shipment wasonly o per 
cent of his entire business.

BY MINE OWNERS 


Colorado Official Admits 
He Got His Orders From 
Rockefeller Agents--Start- 
ling Evidence Is Brought 
Out by Probers. 


Denver, Colo., December 9.—Three 
hundred and twenty-six men, without 


investigation as to their qualifications, | 


were hired by Sheriff Jefferson B. Farr, 
of Huerfano county, as deputy sheriffs 
at the request of E. F.. Matteson, di- 
vision superintendent of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company. The men were 
armed, and, he thought, paid by the 
company. The sheriff made no effort 
to learn whether they were citizens 
of the state or how long they had been 
in the state. He hired them as they 
“asked for work.’ This was between 
January 1 and September 1, 1913. The 
Colorado coal strike was called Septem- 
ber 23, 1913. 

Such was the testimony of Sheriff 
Farr before the federal commission on 
industrial relations today. 

Might Have Hired Murderer. 

“So far as you know, then,” asked 
Mr. Walsh, chairman of the commis- 
sion,’ “a red-handed murderer might 
have been among them and been given 
a commission? ”’ 

“So far as I know,” replied the 
sheriff. ‘ 

He had been sheriff for fifteen years, 


he said, and added that he was a bank 
director, owned saloon interests and 
city property at Walsenburg, and was/' 
interested in farming and stock rais- 
ing. He said it would have been use-| 
less to attempt to organize a posse to! 
guell miners, for no one would have; 
responded. A thousand miners had 
marched through the streets where he 
had but three deputies, he said, and it 
was common talk that they intended 
to kill him. 

After the militia arrived it disarm- 
ed the sheriff and sis men, and took 
charge of the county with the sheriff's 
consent. 

Operators Ran Sheriff. 

John McQuarrie, former under sheriff 
of Huerfano county, and J. H. Patter- 
son, deputy clerk of the district court 
at Walsenburg, preceded Farr on the 
stand. During his service under Farr 
the office of the sheriff was dependent, 
politically and industrially, upon the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company, Mc- 
Quarrie said. Coroner’s juries were 
selected in accident cases by the coro- 
ner in conference with the mine super- 
intendents. In damage cases, too, he 
said, the injured man never was con- 
sulted as to the jury selected. In nine 
killings he did not remember of a case 
where the victim was not blamed for 
carelessness. 

He said Sheriff Farr kept the district 
clear as far as possible of union agita- 
tors. Farr had asked him, the witness 
said, “to frame” John R. Lawson when 
he was arrested in 1906 by slipping a 
revolver in his pocket and then charge 
him with carrying concealed weapons. 
Lawson was grrested by a city police- 
man afterwards,

PREPAREDNESS FOR WAR 
NOT A MEANS OF PEACE 


i Bryan Tells Council of Church- 


es Being Ready Doesn’t 
Prevent Conflicts. 


Richmond, Va., December 9.—Prepar- 
edness for war as a means of prevent- 
ing armed conflict was severely criti- 
cized here tonight by Secretary of State 
William J. Bryan, addressing the an- 
nual convention of the Federal] Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America. 

In this connection, the secretary took 
occasion to praise President Wilson's 
message to congress yesterday as to 
its attitude on the United States and 
war. 

“We-are not at liberty to discuss the 
causes of the war,” Mr. Bryan said. 
“That would not be neutral. The pres- 
ident has asked_us to be neutral, and 
it is important that we should be. Why 
should we sit in judgment when it is 
so important that we maintain an at- 
titude that will make it possible for 
us to help them when the time arrives. 

It has been a long while in this 
country since anybody praised war as 
a blessing, but we have had some who 
thought the way to prevent it was to 

et ready for it and preparedness has 
seen the basis of the argument upon 
which men have relied for increase in 
army and navy. If preparedness pre- 
vents war I want to be present at the 
next international meeting when some- 
body suggests that preparedness pre- 
vents war. {f preparedness would 
prevent war, there would be no war in 
Europe, for they were prepared. They 
liad been preparing for a long time, 
with different degrees of preparation. 
but they were all reparing. The 
fallacy is exposed. reparedness may 
mer you if you get into a war, but it 
will not keep you out of war. More 
than that, preparedness will almost 
with absolute certainty lead you into 
war. Why? Because you cannot pre- 
pare for war unless you either are 
afraid of somebody, or hate somebody 
The people will not bear the burden of 
taxation. You cannot make them bend 
their backs to the load unless vou can 
make them believe it is necessary and 
how can you make them believe it is 
necessary? You have got to have 
somebody to whom you can point and 


ay: 

“‘If you don't. get ready they will 
catch you unprepared.’ You have got 
to teach them to hate somebody, and 
hate and hate and hate until they get 
a chance to lick them. That is what 
preparedness means, and I am glad that 
our president yesterday took his stand 
on the other side.”

New York, December 9.—Approx!i- 
mately 2,000,000 Jews have been driven 
from their homes in Poland, according 
to a cablegram from the Petrograd of- 
fice of the Jewish Colonization asso- 
ciation, made public here today by the 
American Jewish relief committee.
